Report of Irrigation In- 


vestigation by Seci;e- 


tary Wilson 


The portion of the report of 
the 


Secretary of Agriculture which deals 
with irrigation describee what 
the 


Department 1ms been doing during the 
past year and incidentally brings out 
many facts of general interest. 
In 


terest in these investigation, which are 
a part of the work of the Office of 
Experiment Stations, Is constantly In- 
creasing and has been stimulated dur- 
ing the past year by the growing 
desire of the arid States for laws and 
conditions 
which 
will 
secure 
the 


largest and best use of the Water sup- 
ply, and in the ^ humid region by the 
drouth which prevailed throughout the 
Middle West in 1901 and in the South 
during the present year. As a result, 
the requests for Information and ad- 
vice have been more numerous than 
eveic before, and it was only through 
the increased appropriation made by 
the last Congress that the investiga- 
tion has been able to comply with the 
demands made upon it. 


Referring to the need of better irri- 


gation laws, the Secretary says that 
no branch of the Department's irriga- 
tion work ha» received more cordial 
recognition than its studies of legal 
and sociological questions. A number 
of the arid States are co-operating 
with the Department in these studies 
and two have made special appro- 
priations to extend them. The ques- 
tion as to how much of the water of 
Western rivers has already been ap- 
propriated under State laws, the na- 
ture of the rights which have been 
acquired, the conflict which exists be- 
tween riparian rights and the rights 
acquired under the doctrine of appro- 
priation, are some of the problems 
which confront irrigators in these 
States. 
A settlement of the rights 


which have become vested Is needed to 
show how much water remains for fu- 
ture 
approprlators and to 
relieve 


farmers under existing ditches from 
anxiety and give to a State a safe 
foundation 
for future 
development. 


To the litigation over water rights 
within States there has recently been 
added Important suits over Inter-State 
rights..jthe one of Kansas against Col- 
orado Ming the most conspicuous. The 
law providing for the Department's in- 
vestigations provides first of all for 
an investigation and report on the laws 
affecting irrigation and the rights of 
riparian proprietors. 
Under this, an 


investigation of inter-State rights is 
now going on, the results of which 
will be watched with much interest.
